1. The amendment filed May 16, 2002 has been entered. It is noted that in view of the new 
amendment practice under 37 CFR 1.121 which became mandatory for all amendments on 
March 1, 2001, and due to the limited amount of examining time per application, if the 
amendment contains changes to existing language that requires a marked-up version showing 
those changes, the Examiner is relying upon the marked-up version(s) for examination of the 
application.

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because in Figures 4 and 5, numerals 12 and 16 are 
improper because they are modified versions of the previously shown slot and component, and it 
seems that they should be changed to -12 and --16-- or the like. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On pages 5-7, numerals 12 and 16 are improper since they refer to modified versions of 
those previously described, and the following changes are suggested: 

on page 5, lines 23 and 25, each occurrence of numeral 16 should be changed to --16 1 — ; 

on page 6, line 1, -or slot 12 1 — should be inserted after "aperture", and "16" should be 
changed to — 16 1 --; 

on page 7, line 1, "16" should be changed to --16'--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 19, 20, 22-28 and 30-41 are allowable over the prior art of record.
